“rT he October Crisis — which 
is at the root of the sepa- 
ratist movement in Québec and 
the Parti Québécois — forced us to 
adopt a new identity,” says Anne 
Tremblay, a native of Baie-Comeau 
Québec and a member of the Parti 
Québécois, now living in Alberta. 
According to Tremblay, who is in 
her early twenties, many young 
adults — the children of the 1970 
FLQ Crisis — are highly ambiva- 
lent and do not know whether to 
call themselves Québécois or Ca- 
nadien. They are grieved by the 
loss of their identity. 

The term Canadien dates back 
to the seventeenth century when it 
was used to distinguish between 
those born in the colony, /es habit- 
ants, from the transient French 
soldiers and administrators in New- 
France. It is only much later, at the 
end of the nineteenth century, 
that the British in Canada adopt- 
ed the Canadian identity 





“They (English Canadians) took 
from us our name and our an- 
them,” explains Tremblay. The Canadian 
anthem was originally written in French and 
speaks specifically of the French experience in 
Canada. “Therefore, when we listen to the 
song Gens du pays on June 24, it is always a 
sad reminder that our identity was stolen 
from us. My sister is also a separatist and she 
cries when she hears the song.” 

Anne Tremblay considers it disheartening 
that English-Canadians cannot understand 
this. “We are Canadians but not in the same 
way as other Canadians.” 

Tremblay does not believe that Québecers 
necessarily want an independent Québec, but 
if Canadians aren't willing to radically change 
the structure of Canada, they may not have any

choice but to opt for outright independence. 
“It is an option that the Québecers hold onto 
in order to pressure the federal government

Marie Giroux, a student at the Faculté Saint- 
Jean, is also originally from the province of 
Québec. She is a fervent federalist and be- 
lieves that the country should be even more 
centralized.

She considers herself Canadian and 
believes that all the provinces should offer 
bilingual services regardless of the number 
Please see Unthinkable, page 8.

A merican journalist and author Lansing 
Lamont’s new book, Breakup, chroni- 
cles what he believes to be the eventual and 
inevitable destruction of Canada.

Apart from the obvious political and 
economic uncertainty surrounding 
any breakup of Canada, Lamont sees a 
loss of moral awareness and suasion 
in the Canada-US relationship. “If Can- 
ada goes.” says Lamont, “it does not 
diminish our (the USA) superpower 
Status. It does remove a very powerful 
moral partner that the USA needs. 
Canada perceives itself as morally su- 
perior to the United States, in things 
like health care, social programs, 
crime rates, and poverty issues — Can-

Fragmented country 


Linda Lavoie, a Franco-Albertan 
graphic designer now working for 
the Albertan French newspaper Le 
Franco, agrees that throughout the 
country each region has strongly 
divergent preoccupations and needs 
which would be best addressed by 
the local governments. “I believe 
that the present configuration of the 
country is just not feasible,” says 
Lavoie. However, she fears that a 
decentralized Canada would lead to 
an even more fragmented country. 

Simon DuMoulin moved to Can- 
ada when he was a teenager, 15 
years ago. He believes in bilingual- 
ism, but notes that the reality does

not coincide with the proposed ide- 
al and many Albertans still feel 
threatened by official bilingualism. 
“Especially in the Western provinc- 
€s, we are trying to bury the French 
language, to get rid of it. Many fran- 
cophones are ashamed of their 
language and are afraid of being 
discriminated against,” says DuMou- 
lin. He says he lost many jobs because 
of his ancestry, and was treated as an 
imbecile and told to return to his 
“country” in Québec. 
Decentralization is the only way 
to resolve the conflicts between the 
provinces, affirms DuMoulin. He 
acknowledges, though, that it 
would likely toll the death knell 
for the French language and cul- 
ture in Alberta. “If the Alberta 
government had greater powers, it 
would immediately abolish the 
French language,” says DuMoulin. 
Lavoie concedes that it would be 
even more difficult to maintain the 
French language and culture in Al- 
berta if Québec were tosecede. “The 


| battle would be twice as difficult,” 


says Lavoie. Québec served as use- 
ful collateral in the obtaining of our 
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rights in Alberta according to her. 
“We are always the minority. My 
parents always had to fight for our 
rights in Alberta,” says Lavoie. 
“They worked hard to obtain 
French schools in this province.” 
Regardless of what happens, she 
has no intention of abandoning 
her culture, and wishes to contin- 
ue living in French as much as 
possible in Alberta. 

Tremblay believes that it is impor- 
tant that the provinces demonstrate 
that they are willing to negotiate in 
good faith and truly listen to Québec- 
ers’ aspirations. “In the next 10 
months, the federal governments 
and the provinces will try to sell us 
on the benefits of Canada,” says Anne 
Tremblay. “Butif Québecers see that 
the federal government wants to 
start all over again with the same 
discussions that give us the Meech 
Lake Constitutional Agreement, then 
they will choose to separate, since 
they are fed up. We want to finish 
once and for all with all of these 
constitutional debates that have last- 
ed for too long.” 

Though opposed to Québec’s 
independence, Giroux considers 
that it is likely to happen. “It is 
more likely to happen than not, 
that is what | concluded when I 
got back home this summer,” says 
Giroux. “They have the distinct im- 
pression that they will be sovereign 
and the masters of their destiny in 
their little countrty-and they will 
have won an importantbattle. They 
do not realize that they will lose 
more than they will gain with their 
independence.” Québec will hurt 
economically following its inde- 
pendence, according to Giroux, 
and will be but a-sniall country, 
alone and weakened. 

Tremblay chose to leave her 
home and come to Alberta to study 
at the Faculté Saint-Jean in Ed- 
monton. She decided to move to 
Alberta to broaden her horizons, 
and she felt somewhat stifled in 
Québec. She has no intention of 
returning to live permanently in 
Québec, even if Québec chose to 
become independent. “I may re- 
turn to live for a year to see if I 
made the right choice,” says Trem- 
blay. “But it would not change my 
plans. I am Canadian, and I would 
work even harder so that we may 
become a true confederation.” ©

hen discussing cities re- 
Ww nowned for their strong arts 
communities, Glasgow, Scotland 
may not be the first one that comes 
to mind. Yet over the course of the 
past decade, Glasgow has trans- 
formed itself into one of Europe's 
most active arts communities. In 
the process it has revived the econ- 
omy ofa city once thought beyond 
hope, employing more than 
12,000 people and generating al- 
most $600 million (Canadian) in 
annual revenue. 

Much of the credit for Glasgow's 
success can be attributed to Bob 
Palmer, Glasgow's first Director of 
the Performing Arts. Palmer, who 
was in Edmonton recently to speak 
with members of the Mayors Task 
Force on Investment in the Arts, 
believes that Edmonton and Glas- 
gow have a great deal in common. 


Economic challenges 


“The size of the cities, both at 
around 750,000, together with the 
strength of the arts community and 
the economic challenges facing 
them, are really quite strikingly 
similar,” he said. In many ways, 
he believes Edmonton is in the 
same position as Glasgow was 10 
years ago. 

“Edmonton does have a very well 
developed artistie_infrastructure, 
at every level. It has tremendous 
energy and vision. What it proba- 
bly now requires is a delivery

mechanism and greater recogni- 
tion for its assets. Glasgow went 
through exactly the same period, 
so I can see it.

The Mayors Task Force on In- 
vestment in the Arts was established 
in the fall of 1993 to develop strat- 
egies to support the growth and 
awareness of the arts in Edmonton 
The draft copy of their report was 
released on September 21, 1994. 
Among the information and recom- 
mendations contained in the 
report, a strong emphasis is placed 
on the economic development po- 
tential the arts hold for Edmonton 
For Bob Palmer, establishing that 
link between the arts and the eco- 
nomic well-being is a crucial step 
in helping to map the future of the 
arts community. 

“The issue of economic growth is 
a very delicate one, particularly 
during a time of economic reces- 
sion. Most cities are looking at how 
they can cut back,” he explains. 
“The point I've been stressing is 
that the arts are a profound eco- 
nomic sector in their own right, 
and a modest investment will lead 
to a massive return.” 

While in Edmonton, Palmer also 
met with members of the city’s 
management team as wellas with 
individuals interested in getting

Some tips on how to get tips

cos. whaddya want?” 

Being asked these seemingly 
harmless words transformed Edmon- 
ton writer/bookseller Melonie E 
Rockett from a typical quiet restau- 
rant customer, into the author of her 
sixth book, How To Make Outra- 
geously Great Tips (Proof Positive 
Productions Ltd., 144 pp., $14.95) 

While dining in one of her fa- 
vorite “haunts,” she noticed that 
her waiter was being unbelie 
rude. Chalking it up as ane ample 
of the sometimes unfavorable serv- 
ice given to solo women diners, 
she watched her feminist theory go 
out the window as the young man 
went on to serve other patrons in 
the same manner. 

“So I started asking him ques- 
tions,” Rockett explains. “I asked 
him how and if he was trained, and 
if he liked the job. I was getting 
very negative answers, The bottom 
line was that he was shoved into 


the job without any training, didn't 
know what he was doing, didn’t 
know how to approach people, and 
just basically was very fearful and 
saw people in a negative light. 

“People didn't leave him tips, I 
watched. He didn’t deserve to get 
any tips!” 

It was then that Rockett asked 
him if he would be interested in a 
book for waitstaff that explained 
how to deal with people and, as a 
result, get sizeable tips. “He imme- 
diately pulled out a chair sat right 
down beside me and asked me the 
name of the book, and where he 
could get it!” she laughs. 


No such book 


Of course, at that time there was 
no such book on the market, a 
situation which Rockett decided to 
change by wirting How To Make 
Outrageously Great Tips. She spent 


a year doing research by interview-_ 


ing restaurant patrons and food 


critics, the latter dubbed by Rock- 
ettas “professional customers.” She 
also contacted a food columnist to 
help ask for volunteer waiters and 
waitresses to test the concepts Rock- 
ett planned to outline in the book 

Overa hundred waitstaff respond 
ed from “those who had no 
experience, to those who had 30) 
years experience.” All of the con- 
cepts worked, as the waitstaff began 
seeing gradual increasesin their tips 

Rockett’s formula for success does 
not include the mechanics of table 
waiting, but rather provides infor- 
mation on how to deal with 
customers in varying situations 
“They (waitstaff) just really don't 
know how to approach people. Then 
what happens is they start getting 
some negative responses, and then 
they become ‘customer-haters’ and 
it shows in everything that they do.’ 

So far, she claims that the re- 
sponses have been favorable, and 
that she even has enough material 
for a second book.

0 exhibitions running concur 
rently at the Harcourt House 
Gallery until Oct. 22 take as their 
subjects the human body. Collec- 
tively titled Body Double, the two 
shows are actually separate and 
unrelated exhibitions that share 
only the “body” connection. In a 
way, though, they compliment each 
other in the sense that their ap- 
proaches demonstrate two quite 
dissimilar, some might even say 
Opposite, attitudes toward art mak- 
ing. 

Steffani Frideres’ art deals with 
ideas, in this case with the idea of 
the female body in relation to pop- 
ular ideas of fashion and beauty 





She uses photographic media and 
Processes to explore in a satirical 
way what she sees as society's re- 
pressive notions of what women 
should look like dressed and un- 
dressed, and her art requires a 
certain amount of interpretation 
and thought on the part of the 
viewer. The show includes a 
number of photographs with text 
along with a group of paper dress- 
es decorated with photographic 
images of the naked female form. 
As the gallery promotional infor- 
mation describes them, the dresses 
are intended to “reverse the func- 
tion of skin and clothes.” 
Frideres, who studied art in Cal- 
gary but now lives in Renton, 
Washington, has long been involved 
with women’s issues and the par- 
ticular issue that she is examining 
here, “fashion and its oppressive 
effect on women’s self esteem,” is 
certainly something worth think- 
ing about. Viewers may find,

Fon first — and only — time in 
the history of cinema you will 
hear horror legend Boris Karloff 
referred to as “that cocksucker!!” 

There is a bittersweet moment in 
director Tim Burton's latest movie 
Ed Wood where Lugosi reflects on 
turning down the role of the mon- 
sterin James Whale'sFrankenstein 
(a role that later shot Karloff to 
bigger fame than Lugosi). Turns 
out that Lugosi thought the part 
too demeaning. This Bela recounts 
as he prepares to do battle with a 
rubber octopus for the gripping 
climactic scene in the classic Bride 
of the Monster. 

During the ‘50s and early ‘60s, 
Wood made a name for himself 
(“Enfant d'la Merde”) by making a 
series of Z-grade horror and sci-fi 
films. They were cheesy in con- 
cept, ineptly acted and executed 
and they were surprisingly kinky 
for their time. And no wonder. 
Wood was also a transvestite with a 
special bent for wearing angora 
sweaters. 


Exploitation flicks 


To show how desperate he is to 
make films, he goes to a producer 
of exploitation flicks and convinc- 
es him that he is the one to directa 
bio pic about Christine Jorgensen 
by sharing his secret with -him. 
Wood also throws in Lugosi (whom 
he befriends in a Hollywood casket 
shop in the best “meet cutes” in 
film), and sooner than you can say 
“Mike Ovitz,” the deal to make Glen 
or Glenda is made.

The next best thing in — Ed Wood 
— is the relationship shared be- 
tween Lugosi and Wood (played by 
Johnny Depp). They need eachoth- 
er to fulfill their visions and proceed 
to delude each other and them- 
selves. The intent is symbiotic but 
the result is parasitic: They enable 
each other to fail spectacularly. 

The screenwriters — Scott Al- 
exander and Larry Karaszewski (of 
Problem Child fame... of all pic- 
tures) — stick to the facts in 
writing Wood's story, and Burton 
creates a style that recaptures 
Wood's flair for gauche (although 
Burton takes a few artistic liber- 
ties, and somewhat white-washes 
the true Ed Wood). Burton's vi- 
sion is supported immensely by 
the production design. Case in 
point is the immaculately recreat- 
ed set for Bride of the Monster 
which is so spot-on, one gets the 
feeling that they are watching out- 
takes of Bride. 


Perverse delights 


Among the other perverse de- 
lights of Wood are the menagerie 
of crackpots that Ed surrounds 
himself with to act out his vi- 
sions. While Jeffery Jones has a 
good time with his role as 
Criswell the Psychic, ex-wrestler 
George “The Animal” Steele was 
born to play Tor Johnson (a 400- 
pound Swede that was part of 
Wood's ensemble). 

Wood once complained to a 
friend that he dreaded inviting 
Johnson over for parties. Often 
Johnson ended up breaking the 
toilet seat. At least Johnson ended

Myself, I got tired of Depp's por- 
trayal of Wood. It more resembles 
Rob Lowe doing his best Casey 
Kasim impression for 135 minutes 
(Wood’s running time) and it even- 
tually wore me down. And I resent 
the assertion that Plan 9 is the 
worst film in Wood's bodyof work: 
This distinction I reserve for Bride 
of the Monster. 


Bone up for it 


That said, Ed Wood is one of the 
best films I’ve seen this year, and 
this comes from a man that has a 
few Ed Wood movies in his video 
collection. This is where the caveat 
comes in recommending Ed Wood: 
The more one knows the subject 
the better one will appreciate the 
movie. Before viewing Ed Wood, 
read The GoldenTurkey books by 
the Medved Brothers. 

Also phone your local video 
stores to screen one of his mov- 
ies (Plan 9, Bride and Night of 
the Ghouls are the only films 
released on video that I know 
of). It’s like a test: You have to 
bone up for it. 

Another misgiving | have about 
Ed Wood: the American cinema 
has been blessed with many a gen- 
ius.

While Forrest Gump will go on to be the 
box office champ of 1994, Natural Born 
Killers will be the most discussed film 
this year and quite rightly so. Viewers 
and reviews either love or hatethis movie; 
there seems to be no middle ground. 
First the good news: director Oliver 
Stone who also co-wrote the screenplay 
(story by Quintin Turrentino who later 
asked to have his name taken of the 
credits) knows the business end of a 
sledgehammer. Thisis also the bad news. 
Mickey Knox and wife Mallory go on 
a murder spree that ends up costing 52 
innocent people their lives. Right from 
the opening scene in a roadside diner, 
the Knoxes show their ability to beat, 
shoot and carve up other human beings 
with a cool detachment that makes one 
shutter. And always they leave one sur- 
vivor to make sure that they will get 
credit for the killers, and not some lesser 
maniacs. 
Inthe course of the story Mickey and 
Mallory become mediadarlings and they 
gather a cult following of admirers. 
Stone’s latest effort is an indictment 
on American mainstream junk culture 
and its efforts to pander to the reaction- 
ary white trash. His message is, “You 
abuse your children, feed them way too 
much TV, arm them and then you won- 
der why they're shooting each other in 
the schoolyards?!”—-— 
NBK is the biggest quantum leap in 
film experimentation since French film 
director Able Gance stopped making films. 
Stone cross-cuts his scenes using an myriad 
of cameras (One of which — | sware — 
is a Fisher-Price video cam), film stocks, 
and styles that seems tocreate a surreal- 
istic blur (The sequence where Mickey 
killsMallory’s lecherous father and long- 
suffering mother is a TV sit-com where 
Sthebheesy ladght cack J wack the 
most inappropriate of places). He has 
captured the essense of a nightmare and 
makes it wildly entertaining. The vio- 
lence'ls as repellent as it is giddy.

life term for murdering a federal judge). 
Juliette Lewis plays the mate of a mur- 
derous psychopath (Wow! There's a brave 
career turnabout forher!). Touchy, cold- 
blooded, sexually confused and always 
willing to prove to Mickey that she’s 
every bit the rabid dog that he is, like 
someone gave her a Y-chromosome for 
Christmas. Both Harrelson and Lewis 
have a brilliant sense of understatement 
that makes their crimes as heinous as 
they are pant-pissing. 

Robert Downey Jr. gives the worst 
performance of his career asthe Austral- 
ian tabloid TV journalist. It's hard to 
totally blame Downey Jr. when Stone’s 
character development is totally 
cockamamyjust so he can prove a point. 
The journalist is more likely to feed on 
carrion, than to create it, and that’s just 
what he does in theprison riot sequence 

The same polemics and gonzo film 
making that makes NBK the ultimate 
sleaze opera, eventually helps to sink 
the film's ending. By using camera an- 
glesand hallucinatory stylizations Stone 
givesusa very idealized image of Mickey 
and Mallory, He is a part of the media 
that he decribes in this film. For failing to 
see this, Stone is a hypocritical fuck- 
face,... buta very talented one. Icansee

66 E very time we’re interviewed, 
people ask us about her,” 
says Cam McDonnel (“But call me 
Liu Kang from Mortal Combat,” — 
i.e.: ultraviolent ku-fu video game.

Hastings, where they had to jockey 
for street space with the ho's. 

“It was total fuckin’ skid row, 
man. They were running coke out 
of the Mac’s store. People pulled 
knives a few times.” McDonnel 
personally relates a close scrape 
with a coked-up home boy on a 
Paranoia trip, which he only es- 
caped out of sheer clumsiness 

“He was chasing me down the 
street. For some reason! stopped. 
He tripped over me. He could 
hardly walk after that.” 

Drool has since returned to the 
Edmonton fold, with an upecom- 
ing no-minors show.on Oct. 13 at 
the Rev. “We're-back in the ‘hood, 
now, says McDonnel. “Vancouver 
was a good experience, though. I 
love it there. It’s so much fun. 
There’s so much to do. It’s really 
easy to become an alcholic.” 


Hooker hang-out 


Like practically living at a bar 
called Ivanhoe, and playing the 
loved one’s very own back alley 
booze can, which has since been 
closed down. “It's the coolest 
booze can I’ve ever been to. You 
go into the back alley, there's all 
these hookers hanging out. It was 
a total James Bond-type thing. 
There was just a door with an 
eyeball on it. You go down, it’s 
really dark, there's all these 
couches around.” Beer was cheap 
and Drool’s appearance at the 
speakeasy sold out.” 

It was asummer of tasty gigs for 
Drool. There was the gig on top 
Whistler Mountain during the 
Craig Kelly Snowboard camp in 
July. “Right on the hill, right on 
the snow. It was 30 degrees. Peo- 
ple were snowboarding.” 

Then there was the five shows

back in Edmonton? Hunker 
down and work. “We're really 
working on these songs right 
now,” says McDonnel. “All we 
do these days is jam.” 

Drool seems to be moving past 
the stage of being excited about 
having songs and playing. Where- 
as they may have previously been 
tossing off songs as they came 
out, Drool are now taking pains 
to improve their musicianship. 


New direction 


“We're trying everything,” says 
McDonnel, who is relieved at the 
new direction. “We're getting bet- 
ter at being completely true. At 
first I'd write a certain way be- 
cause I thought everyone else would 
like it — we were all doing that 
(Drool collectively write their 
songs). But now we're getting clos- 
er to doing exactly what you want. 
Thing is, if you're true when you 
write a song, if everybody hates it, 
at least you're proud of it.” 

McDonnel tries his hand at phi- 
losophising. “Music is supposed 
to be about communication. If 
we're not communicating... | 
don’t know what I'm trying to say. 
1 have no matching socks. I think 
it has something to do with that.” 





Plans are currently to do some 
Edmonton shows — hopefully an 
all ages show, do some serious 
touring, and then hunker down 
in the haunted house to write and 
“a real CD.” 


Self-made cassette 


To their credit so far, Drool 
have the self-made cassette, Baby, 
and a self-titled CD, distributed 
on Cargo. Baby will likely find its 
way into CD format, owing to de- 
mand for it. The band, however, 
are not, themselves, impressed. 


“I hate them both,” says Mc- 
Donnel. Both efforts were 
produced by the band. “It’s not 


our calling to be producers. We 
need to work with somebody else.” 

At the last minute McDonnel 
remembers to tell me that the Oct 
13 Rev gig will mark Drool’s sec- 
ond anniversary. “We're in the 
terrible twos, now.” 

In two years Drool have moved 
very quickly, outstripping a number 
of older bands in terms of what the 
indie music scene calls success. 
However, they remain laconic 
about it all. “If the band doesn’t go, 
I figure we'll fight crime. Become 
superheroes. We'll need some su- 
per-powers, though.” ©

Sfanes guitarist Keith Richards looked like a million bucks at Commonwealth Stadium. 


Ever wonder how much it costs the 
Rolling Stones to stage one of their 
rock’ n’ roll orgies? A few hundred 
thousand dollars perhaps? 

Guess again. 

According to documents found ina 
garbage can at Commonwealth Stadi- 
um the day after the Stones concerts, 
Mick and the boys spent $1 ,430,912.17 
on their Edmonton shows. That in- 
cludes 47 thousand dollars on 
fireworks... 30 thousand bucks for the 
electricity to power the lights and 
sound for the shows... and 24 thou- 
sand dollars to “rent” extra police 
officers to patrol the stadium. 

Other price tags: $131,918.64 was 


spent on paying stagehands to put up 
and take down the monstrous Voodoo 
Lounge stage. It cost seven thousand 
dollars to rent forklifts. A little more 
than $100,000 was spent on non-po- 
lice security. And it cost about 
$103,255.20 to cater the whole affair 

Now, normally bands or their pro- 
moters don't like to release such 
detailed information about their fi- 
nances. And the Stones are no 
exception. When SEE tried to con- 
firm these numbers with CPI — the 
band’s promoters — we were told 
these documents are not “real” and 
that there was “no value” in publish- 
ing these figures. (Ha! These guys

Low-Fi at Society High 
(Imago/BMG) 


It seems that BMG has been on an alterna- 
tive-rock feeding frenzy to try and bolster 
a pretty weak line-up in the genre. Imago is 
to be the showpiece (The Rollins Band 
being the groundbreaker). 

After listening to the brand new release 
by The Figgs, I’m entertaining submissions 
from any interested musician interested in 
forminga basic 80s chord-punk band (heavy 
Ramones influences) to see if we can make 
some serious green by jumping onto Imago.

Low-Fi at Society High is completely retro. 
The title is a misnomer. We're not getting

You'll expect The Figgs to break into a 
Romantics tribute at every corner.

Knack, The Ramones...more, a 
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Tavener’s deep spirituality finds vent in 
his ecstatic, broad landscapes, built from 
minimalist, often modal, formulas. An 
“akathist” is a hymn of thanks or supplica- 
tion. It is usually in 13 sections, each 
containing a “kontakion” and an “ikos” 
The setting Tavener composed music fo; 
is from an Akathist written in the 1940's 
by Archpriest Gregory Petrov, shortly 
before his death in a Siberian prisoy 
camp. Tavener set ten sections to music 
though for the purposes of this record 
ing, he made substantial cuts to the sey 
enth section, to get all the music on 4 
single disc. 

Scored for two counter-tenor solo 
ists, two choirs, and orchestra, Tavener’s 
far-reaching, sometimes oblique land- 
scape is quite breathtaking, but does nor 
stand up well on repeated listenings. The 
performance lets the music down some 
what, as the choirs lack the full, rich 
bottom end such Russian orthodoxy cal|s 
for. The two soloists sing their parts witt 
clean, if not soaring, lines, and the rigidity 
of the musical forms doesn’t seem to 
match the scope of the music’s intent 
The recording, moreover, could nor 
match the immediacy of a live presenta 
tion, which calls for separation of the 
musical forces around the church in which 
rightfully, it needs to be sung.

A demonic diva romping with one of the 
Hammers of the Gods? Don’t laugh — the 
Pairing of San Diego's Galas with Led Zep- 
pelin thumper Jones isn’t that odd when 
you consider that it was Jones who twid- 
dled the knobs for the Butthole Surfers 
Independent Worm Saloon last year. Check 
the alt-rock vaults and you'll find that clas- 
sic hit dinosaurs have been quite adept at 
helping to reinvent the proverbial wheel 
Johnny Cash with Rick Rubin, Ray Manzerak 
with X, and so on. 

But how does a prominent bassist who 
laid down the bottom-end tracks for “Stair- 
way to Heaven” jibe with a Nina Hagen-like 
chanteuse who repeatedly wailed “Sono 
V'Anti-Christo!” (“lam the Anti-Christ!”) 
on her blood-curdling burnt offering The 
Divine Punishment? Keeping in mind that half 
the Zeppites were devout followers of 
voodoo vanguard Aleister Crowley, very 
well, in fact. 

On “Skotoseme.” which kicks off The 
Sporting Life, it's like Linda Blair rasping to
